the solemnity and honor given a 
president in death. 


Delegation of Senators, repre- 


sentatives and government offic- 
ials will accompany the 
funeral 


party to Wyoming, for the inter- 
ment. 


Although eligible to sleep in Ar- 


\ lington with America's war heroes 


because of his services with the 
Union armies, Warren expressed 
a- wish before his death to be bur- 
led in the'soil 6f Wyoming. There 
he pioneered in the days when 
Wyoming was a part of the terri- 
tory, of Dakota, there he entered 


_ politics,- thpjp he won renown and 


there he "longed^to-sleep in death.

reaching changes in committee 
assignments. 


Senator 
Wesley L. Jones, of 


Wash,, now acting Republican 
floor leader, will succeed to the 
appropriations chairmanship, un- 
der the senate's unwritten 
rule, 


this promotion will force Jones, re- 
tirement from the position of as- 
sistant Republican leader. Sena- 
tor Charles L. McNary of Ore., 
probably will succeed to that post, 
according to present indications. 


Along with the resignation of 


Senator Walter E. Edge, (R) of N. 
J. and the death of Senator Bur- 
ton (R) of Ohio, the passing of 
Warren will force changes in the 
personell of a dozen. committees.

bushels of corn on ten acres on the 


I farm of th^ Institution for Feeble 
! minded at OneiiL was reported to- 


I day by Dr. C. E. Kirb, superintend- 
ent of the-institution. — 


A total of 250 acres of corn was 


harvested this fall, with ten acres 
enteied in the Ohio One Hundred 
Buahel Com Club. The yield, of 
the ten acres was measured by 
H. S. Lewis, county agent, showing 
it to be 123.37 per acre. The aver- 
age yield for the state is 37 buah- 
ers per acre. The selling percent 
of the com was 82 per cent and 
the moisture content was 24.4 per 
cent making a corrected yield of 
lie.^ bushels. 


Sweet clover was plowed, under 


in April on the ten acre plot and 
350 pounds of O-14-6 fertilizer 
were sown broadcast with a grain 
drill, as one of the firsts fitting 
operations 
One hundred and fif- j 


ty pounds per acre of 4-12-4 fertili- 
zer were applied as a hill applica- 
tion at planting time. The corn 
was checked three feet, one inch 
e?cn way with four kernels per 
hili 
One hundred pounds of Chi- 


lean nitrate of soda were used as 
a side dressing when the corn was 
about a foot high. 


The cost to produce this yield 


was 30 cents per bushel, figuring 
ail labor on a hired labor basis, 
and current prices on materials 
and land investment

general system of fertilizing was 
fo lowed at other state institutions
